On the 22nd day of October 1832 personally appeared in open court 
before the justices of the county court of Lincoln County and 
State of Tennessee, now setting Thomas Myers a resident of said 
county of Lincoln aged about 70 years on the 10th day of March next 
who being first duly sworn according to law, doth on his oath make 
the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the 

act of Congress passed June 7th 1832. : 


Iwas born on the 10th of March 1763 according to a record now in 

my posession in Bertie County North Carolina - at the time I 
entered the service I lived in Anson County N. Carolina. Some time 
in the month of September of. the year 1780 according to the best of 
my recollection, but I cannot now remember precisely at what time, 

I volunteered in a regiment of cavalry which was raised in Anson 
County Commanded by Colonel Thomas Wade &Lieutenant Col or Major 
Fair, but Fair had the principal command generally as Col Wade was 
not much with us. The company to which I belonged was commanded 

by Capt Patrick Boran & Lieutenant Patrick Bozan We rendezvoued at 
a place that I.think was called Marys Mill on Toms (?) Creek where 
we were stationed for some days. ‘Je were then marched to Linchis 
creek just in the edge of South Carolina to process some beeves for 
the army under Genl Greene who was then somewhere in North Carolina 
but I do not know where - we succeeded in processing the beeves 

and carried them back to our station at the mill and they were 

sent on to the army - we then went over on drowning creek and were 
there enzazed for some time in scouting parties against the. tories 
who were then quite numerous in that part of the country - and had 
@ small skirmish with them as were passing a swamp called "shoe 
heel" - and then returned to our station and were stationed at Capt 
Bogans - we were then engaged in scouting parties against the tories 
in Anson County sometimes by day and some times in the night - some 
times we crossed over Pedee river into Richmond County and some 
times we marched down to the adjoining parts of South Carolina - 
some time in February following the time for which we had volunteer- 
ed (which was five months) having expired we were dismissed and went 
home - Some few weeks after we were dismissed, the tories still 
continuing numerous and continuing to molest the country. we 

were compelled to turn out against them and a considerable number of 
us formed ourselves into a volunteer company, and went into differ- 
ent parts of the county and into the edge of South Carolina against 
them ~ we were in this expedition about two or three weeks, and 
bout a week afterwards we had to €0 on another expedition of the 
same nature, in which we were engaged about two weeks ~ 


Sometime in the summer of 1781, I think about the middle of June, 

I was drafted in the N. Carolina militia for three months in a reg- 
iment commanded by a Col Malbide (which I think was his name) who 

was a Frenchman - the company to which I belonged was commanded by 
Capt William Brackin and Lieutenant Matthew Clements - we were © 
marched down to Camden in South Carolina where we joined the forces 
under Genl Greene - the reriment was engaged in the Battle with the 
British at.Camden but I was not engaged in that hattle in consequence 
of indisposition - a short time after the fight between Greene's 
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(Continued Thomas livers) 


army and the British at Camden we were marched down into South Car- 
olina and finally made attack on the British at a place called 
Sutaw Springs, where we killed and wounded eight or nine hundred of 
the enemy and took about three hundred prisoners - after the battle 
the company I belonsed to and two or three others, were dispatched 
with the prisoners which we had taken, to guard them to Salisbury 
North Carolina - when we had gone as far Camden with the prisoners 
the commander of the guard whose name I now forget, concluded that 
he had enough men to guard them without my company, and we were 
about to be sent back to the army, when a few more prisoners were 
taken, and as our time was nearly out we told our Colonel, that if 
he would give us our discharges, we would take them on to Salisbury 
and then go home which was accordingly and went on to Salisbury with 
the prisoners and then went home - I was not acquanted with many 

of the officers of the regulars but I was well acquainted with 
General Marion - I continued to live in Anson County North Carolina 
till about thirteen years since, when I moved to this county 

where I now live ~ I received a discharge from Col Malbide from 

my three month tour (?) but it is lost - I have no documentary 
evidence nor do I know of any person whose testimony I can con- 
veniently procure to testify to my services,

On this 25th day of October 1832 personally appeared in Open Court 
before the justices of the County Court of Lincoln County, Tennessee 
William George, a resident of Lincoln County, Tennessee, aged seventy 
six years, who being first culy sworn according to law doth, under 
oath, make the following declaration, in order to obtain the benefit 
of the pension made by act of Congress 1832, 


I was born in Lancaster County, Virginia, on the 19th of July 1756 
according to record left in my fathers family Sible but I do not 
know where it is now. I entered the service of the United States 
some time in the month of February 1778 according to the best of 
my present recollection as a volunteer in the 8th Regiment of Vir- 
ginia State Troops commanded I now think by Col John Helbertson, 
and Major Crosby, I belonged to the company commanded by Captain 
fi tzgpatrick - Our regiment was with the main army under General 
Washington, at a place called "the Valley Forge" on Schuylkill 
river when I entered the service I continued with the main army 
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until it left the Valley Forse and proceeded across the delaware 
river. ‘fe marched on through New Jersey till we came to the neigh- 
borhood of Princeton - at which place, there were fifteen hundred 
or twenty five hundred men I now forget which, detailed (so many 
being taken from each company of our regiment )and placed under the 
command of Gen Scott as light infantry, for the purpose of pursu- 
ing the Brittish who were then marching toward Sandy Hook, I was 
one of those sent with Genl Scott - we continued our march after 
the British, till we arrived at Monmouth, where we joined the 
forces under Genl Lee, and when we had a battle with the British, 
(I think) on the 28th of June - as the Sritish were stationed on 

a considerable eminence. we were ordered by Genl Lee to retreat 
at the commencement of the battle in order to gain more advantageous 
ground. ile retreated (I think about half a mile, then halted 

and fought for some time, At length both sides withdrew, ie lay 
on our arms all night - ex pecting to have another battle on the 
next morning, but when morning came the Sritish were all gone - 

We followed them part of the way to Sandy Hook, but finding that 
we could not overtake them returned to Monmouth, buried our dead 
and remained thers several days. - I then went with the army to 
the white Plains, where we remained till late in the fall, when 

we marched down in New Jersey to a place called "Middle rook" and 
there took up Winter Quarters. I remained in Winter Quarters till 
about Christmas when I obtained permission to go home, having been 
in service about ten months - I never received a written discharge 


I lived in Frederick County Virginia when I entered service and 
continued to live there five or six years after the war was over. 

I then went to Fova Scotia and Cape Ssreton and engaged in the 
fishing and boating business and about the year 1808 or 1809 

I moved to Iredell County N, Carolina where I lived till 

January last when I moved to this County where I now live - I have 
no documentary evidence nor do I lmow of any person whose testimony 
I can procure to testify to my services -

ANCESTRY AND CHILDHOOD OF JAMES MONTGOMERY BROWN (1334-1903 
Contributed by Shirley D, Huss, 806 Delaware, Shreveport, La,71106 


Mrs. Huss writes: "This great grandfather of mine was a minister in 
the Associate Reformed Presbyterian Church and either wrote this - 

or dictated it - at the insistence of his children. I've been told 
it was my grandfather, Evander Dickson Brown, who wrote much of the 
family stories down. It was probably written around 1900-02," 


Evolutionists of the Darwinian type have diligently sought to 
quench within us all pride of ancestry. Darwin himself professes 
indifference as to whether his first progenitor was some noble 
Simian or a degraded specimen of the genus homo, ‘There are also 
some kinless folks who assert that all have descended from Adam and 
that the intervening generations do not count . On.the other hand, 
certain schools of thought are teaching that man is a compound made 
up of heredity and circumstances; other elements if there are any, 
being negligible. As for ourselves, we think that we represent the 
many when we assert that in estimating life, heredity should be 
made a factor though not a predominating one. ‘ie have within us a 
certain unquenchable pride in ancestry, Even Darwin above, stipu- 
lated that his brute ancestor must be one of noble traits, else no 
comparison, We find the threat of ‘visiting the inuiquities of 
the fathers upon the children to the third and fourth generation! 
harmonizing with our experience, We are convinced that we do owe 
to our ancestors certain dispositions, temperaments, traits, char- 
acteristics, physical and mental, which supply the material out of 
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of which life is wrought, Youth in its arrogance may laugh at 

this indebtedness; old age in its wisdom, does not, In every bio- 
graphy the question is first, "Where sprang the stream of life that 
through this man flowed?" 

Of the ancestry of James Montgomery Brown only enough can be 
traced to show that it was predominately Scotch, In the burning 
of the home of his paternal grandfather in North Carolina in 1804 
the old family Bible was destroyed which had within it records 
dating back two hundred years before that time, together with other 
relics brought from Scotland, A dim tradition connects the family 
closely with John Brown, a famous divine known in Scotch Church 
history as John Brown of Haddingeton who was for many years professor 
of theology to the Associate Reformed Synod. 

Only this much of his paternal ancestry may now be traced with 
any certainty. 

About the middle of the Bighteenth century, one Samuel Brown 
came from Scotland to America settling in Cabarras county, North 
Carolina, This was the great grandfather of our sketch. Samuel 
Brown's father, mother and brother, followed him, the father how- 
ever dying on the voyage over. ‘oth brothers married in this coun- 
try, the younger John, having no children, and both served in the 
Revolutionary War. Samuel Brown in his old age made his home with 
his son James, and was living with him at the time of the burning of 
the home above mentioned, The old man's grief over the loss of the 
old Bible and other relics was very keen and long remembered. The 
family were Associate Reformed Presbyterians and belonged to the 
old Coddle Creek Church, 

In eighteen hundred and twenty-five, another Samuel Brown 
with his brother John moved from North Carolina into Middle Tenn- 
essee, settling in Lincoln County, not far from Fayetteville. Here 
he met and married Miss Amanda Robinson, (OTE: Mrs, Huss believes 
they were in Lincoln County at an earlier date.) 

The Robinsons were Scotch Irish, having formed a part of the 
migration from Scotland into Ireland at the end of the seventeenth 
century. About seventeen hundred and thirty-five, one Joseph Robin- 
son, a linen merchant of the county Antrim, with his wife Nary Ford, 
came from Ireland to Pennsylvania buying six hundred acres of land 
where Lancaster now stands. Shortly after this he died and all of 
his children except one son William Robinson, His widow afterwards 
married a brother of General lontgomery of Revolutionary fame. Soon 
after this marriage, William Robinson, then a mere boy, left home 
coming to Guilford Court House, North Carolina. Of his father's 
estate, he received nothings save a 3ible which had been brought 
from Scotland, relic of the days of persecution under James the 
Second, In the days when the reading and even the possession of 
the Sible was forbidden, this Bible was fastened under the seat of 
a stool. ‘then the old Scotch Presbyterian wished to read, the stool 
was inverted and the pages lay open before him, If there was any 
sign of unwelcome visitors, the stool instantly resumed its normal 
position and the precious volume was out of sight. 

William Robinson in seventeen hundred and sixty-five married 
Martha Robertson, a daughter of Nicholas and Elizabeth Robertson, 
Quakers from Wales. During the Revolutionary War he was in the 
battle of Kings Mountain and was there made Colonel. 

After the War, he moved to East Tennessee, His youngest son Th 
Michael Robinson married Mary Rhea Caruthers in eighteen hundred 
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and. three and moved in eighteen hundred.and seven to Lincoln County, 
Tennessee. Concerning Mary Rhea Caruthers Robinson, it is said 

that she was one of the finest types of pioneer women, Well bred 
and well. educated, the niece of Major Rhea, another Revolutinary 
officer, she followed her husband -dauntlessly into the almost un- 
broken wilderness of Middle Tennessee, on the very forefront of the 
advancing tide of civilization. It was forty miles through the 
forest to the nearest mill. lvery two years she made a trin to 
Knoxville over one hundred and fifty miles away to lay in supplies 
for her household.- She bore a large family and she struggled to 
Zive them the advantages of a good education, In this she was help- 
ed by the unselfish devotion of her brother, John Caruthers, who §a7¢$ 
giving up a good position in Knoxville, moved to Lincoln County and 
opened up a classical school for the benefit of the children of 

his sister and her neighbors, Under this example and tuition, 
Amaranda Robinson grew up into a charming cultured girl, gay and 
winning in her manners and deeply pious at heart, 

It is well not to forget these women. For some time since 
one, Paul, a keen observer of men and things, had remarked on the 
fact that a pious grandmother and mother might have a deal to do 
with a man's making, 

It will be seen that both sides of the family were of almost 
pure Scotch descent. No people have had greater part in shaping 
the history, spirit and traditions of the United States than this 
Caledonian overflow, These people first came into notice as the 
original inhabitants of North Britan in the days of Caesar, 

Against their desperate hardihood even the power of the 
trained Roman legions could not avail, Amidst these rough tribes 
the gospel was preached when the Southern part of the Island was 
yet in darkness. hey were the last to yield to the ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of Rome but yielding became her most devoted adherents 
and even this yielding seems to have been nominal rather than real 
for when Knox came back from Geneva proclaiming religious liberty, 
the nation was swept into fierce uncompromising Prostestantism 
almost in aday. Sheltered amidst their valleys, fighting desper- 
ately. among themselves, writing only to resist invasion from with- 
out, they develoned certain well defined traits that have been at 
once a weakness and a power, 

‘One of these is a restlessness of spirit. .The wanderlust is 
in his blood, He seeks new worlds to conquer. He loves not the 
city with maddening throng but nature's broad expanses, Among 
all nations and tribes he goes doing, daring, dominating. A Scotch- 
man in Asia sought n interview with the Turkish Pasha, He was 
ushered into the presence of his Mightiness who received him 
seated crosslegged on a mat, the inevitable long pipe in his hand. 
He was greeted with a stare and "Hoot, Mon, come awa, Dinna ye 
kin Sandy McTavish?" 

A second characteristic is his persistent individuality, a 
jealousy of authority, a refusal to sink out of sight his own 
personality. No king was ever able to reduce to submission the 
chiefs of their clans and the chiefs held rule only by the clan's 
consent. He has a certain pride. and respect for his own opinions. 
He professes himself open to conviction but woe to the man who 
attempts to convince him that his opinions are wrong. He cannot be 
amachine., Sometimes this trait works against his own best 





=. 
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interests, compels him to choose between liberty with poverty and 
servility with affluence but his choice is not long to make. 

A third characteristic is common sense, a practical applica- 
tion of means to an end, An instrument on a theory that will not 
work is of small use to him, A German with plodding patience may 
spend a life in the study of the ablative case, or becloud his mind 
with theories of philosophy that deny the evidence of his senses 
but a Scotchman will not be guilty of either. 

Samuel Brown and Amaranda Robinson were married Jan, 12th, 1825. 
To them were born eight children. Two of these, Josiah R. Brown 
and Neil S. Browm diec in early childhood, James Montgomery Brown, 
born November 11, 1834 was the fourth child but his brother Josiah 
having died several months before he was left the junior of two sis- 
ters, Lucy Ann born May 29th, 1826 and Nancy Harriet born December 
15th, 1828, and the senior of three brothers, Robinson born August 
14th, 1837, John S. Brown born June 20th, 1840 and William A, born 
November 23rd, 1843. 

In the time when the young North Carolinian had drifted into 
Tennessee, the state had entered upon the second neriod of her deve-~- 
lopment. The Indian fighters, and pioneers with their long Deckard 
rifles, their closely built stockades for defense and their little 
corn patches had disappeared. There was now ushered in a period of 
development, of making of highways, of opening of farms and the 
building of cities, The western limit of the United States had, 
by a treaty with France, been shifted to the Rocky Mountains and 
was shortly to be placed at the Pacific Ocean, To the conquest and 
settlement of this vast exnanse, a mighty people had girded itself 
and each generation, and each generation taking some special section 
as its own was to bend to its task, At this period, the eyes of 
the nation were fixed upon Tennessee with the neighboring states of 
Kentucky, Mississippi and Alabama, Andrew Jackson, like a fiery 
meteor was storming across the political sky carving things every- 
where with a hish hand save when he attempted to force the wives of 
his cabinet members to be polite to a lady whom they had agreed to 
ostracize, There he was ignominiously defeated. The political 
situation so far as Tennessee was concerned. was simple. Too busy to 
study out for himself the intricate problems of nulification, tar- 
iff, statesrights, the Tennessean listened admiringly to the 
stately periods of Webster, Clay, Calhoun and Haynes, and then went 
to the polls ana voted for Andrew Jackson, returning to his plow 
and his hoe in the full conviction that all was well, If anything 
went wrong, General Jackson would see to it. And he generally did. 

In the labor of that period, Samuel and Amaranda Brown bore a 
full part. Not far from Fayetteville, the young farmer had bought 
land, had hewn out his farm and built his home. ‘he country was 
rough anc. rugged but fertile along the stream courses and sparkling 
with gushing springs of pure limestone water, The time had not yet 
come for the pooulation to crowd and choke itself in cities. The 
wealth, brains and culture of the country still was rural. States- 
men built their homes in the country and gave their time and thought 
freely to the golution of agricultural problems. The title of far- 
mer had not yet attached to it the slight shace of approbrium as 
intimating one who had no enterprise or ambition to do anything 
better. On the contrary, looking out from his door across his mea- 
dows and fields, he was the freest of all men.

Captain Thorias and Elizabeth Lindsay and their children arrived 

in Charleston, S.C, from 3elfast on the ship "The Sarl of Hills- 
borough" early in 1767. Thomas was granted by the Colonial Coun- 
cil 27 February 1767 a plantation of 400 acres in Granville County, 
"on Carson's sranch, it being an eastern branch of Long Cane Creek 
near 3elfast Township, bounded on S.W. by Sourdeaux (Hillsborough) 
Township." Thomas Lindsay served as Lieutenant and then Captain 
of horse in Col. Waters! Regiment, 17380 and 1781, He died before 
1790 Gensus, which showed his wife, EZlizabeth, living on the 
plantation adjoining that of her son, Thomas Lindsay.
